Donna’s reflections — 
Hien, Red Dog & “The Race” 
past, present & futurel 

Dear Editor: 

Once a week we run up the trail to Orchard Flats. 
There’s three of us - me, ^ long-time Sierra Madre res¬ 
ident, Hien, my longtime running partner and Jake, the 
Sierra Madre Red Dog. We just started this particular 
routine 5 weeks ago when we decided to do “it” - the 
Mt. Wilson Trail Race. * ' 

Jake is an ideal running partner: ready to go at a 
moment’s notice, no scheduling problems, never late. 
For him running is easy. Natural. He acts as if this is a 
perfect kind of day — with all the smells, the noises, the 
creek to drink from and his treat in the pocket of my 
running shorts, which he gets when we hit our turn¬ 
around, Orchard Flats. 

Hien and I fit together pretty well as running partners, 
too. We’ve done a few marathons together and count¬ 
less other races. We have paces that are compatible — 
Slow. As Jake flies up the trail, apparently carefree, she 
and I begin the slow ascent with out common doubts. 
“Will I make it?” Or “what the heck were we thinking 
of?” Or “is my knee going to give out?” We wonder if 
w'’ll be the oldest women, if we’ll get poison oak, if 
wi 11 ? the slowest. We tell each other it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter, but we’re both hoping someone else might hit the 
finish line after us. In other words, our egos are work¬ 
ing as hard as our legs at this point. 

Soon, however, our talk turns to our everyday prob¬ 
lems, as it has a way of doing. Then all talk taper off. 
We hear the sounds of the mountains and our own 
breathing. I am becoming more aware of my surround¬ 
ings and less aware of myself 

I am slow and mentally note that this darned trail run 
doesn’t ever get any easier. Jake is way ahead of us. 
Hien is in front of me. We pass by a group of 6 — peo¬ 
ple and dogs, three of each. One of the dogs is a large, 
terrier looking guy, who carries a big dirty rock in his 
mouth. He’s so cute, I want to give him a pat, but he is 
concerned about that rock — I think he thinks I want it. 
The other two dogs are sweet young boxers, whose 
owner is definitely a dog-lover. She always has a nice 
word for Jake, even when he’s acting the bully. The dogs 
sniff, growl, romp and generally cause a nice diversion 
away from the effort of our run. 

I begin to realize how lucky I am to be where I am, 
doing what I’m doing with these two companions. Jake, 
who survived a rattlesnake bite and a car accident, is as 
happy as he can be right here, right now. Hien escaped 
from Saigon over 25 years ago. Believe me, she could 
write a best-seller about the journey that got her to the 
Pasadena area. 

So, if you’re out supporting the runners on Saturday, 
look for us. I’m fairly nondescript, “mature women,” 
but Hien is usually the only Vietnamese woman runner. 
She’s easy to spot. We’ll be at the back of the pack. And 
the Sierra Madre Red Dog? He’ll be at home, on the 
couch, looking out the front window waiting for me to 
get home. Poor guy — he always missed the main event.

Remembering The 
Reason For Memorial Day

Memorial Day is the 
day we remember and 
honor those who lost their 
lives fighting for our na¬ 
tion. The men and wom¬ 
en we remember on Me¬ 
morial Day demonstrated 
the highest form of faith in 
the triumph of good over 
evil. Just as they had a 
mission, we, too, have a 
mission: To teach the 
young people of today to 
respect America’s values. 

History teaches us that 
our faith in freedom — 
readily backed up by our 
resolve to defend freedom 

— has made America — 
and the world — a better 
place. Today 179 of the 
world’s 193 sovereign 
states elect their lawmak¬ 
ers. That means the earth 
is covered by democracy 
in greater proportion than 
water; it’s covered by 93 
percent democracy. Clear¬ 
ly, those who made the Su¬ 
preme Sacrifice for free¬ 
dom did so for a victorious 
cause. 

History teaches us that 
the world will never run 
out of threats to freedom. 
Hitler is no more. We won 
the Cold War. But our 
world must contend with 
Milosevic in Kosovo and 
Hussein in Iraq. China has 
an up side and down side 

— a growing appreciation 
for the free market, but a 
disturbing aspiration for 
nuclear and strategic su¬ 
premacy. Clearly, future 
generations may be called 
upon again to sacrifice for 
freedom. 


If we teach young peo¬ 
ple correctly, they will 
willingly serve in the U.S. 
armed forces, the defense ^ 
of freedom will continue 
and democracy will flour¬ 
ish worldwide. 

I often tell others about 
Danny Flynn, a young Ma¬ 
rine. His story helps me 
reaffirm a young person’s 
faith in the perseverance of 
a free people. 

Private First Class 
Flynn drove a personnel 
carrier during the War in 
Vietnam. He had been in 
Vietnam for 19 days when 
he volunteered to take a 
sick buddy’s tour of duty. 
On the fateful night. May 
25, 1968, a Cambodian 
rocket killed Flynn. He 
was 20 years old. 

Flynn was a native of 
Kings Park, New York. 
He was buried with full 
military honors at 
Pinelawn Cemetery there. 
He was awarded the Pur¬ 
ple Heart posthumously. 

A Kings Park baseball 
field was named in his 
honor. But the most im¬ 
portant tribute to Flynn is 
carried out by a local mid¬ 
dle school. They keep 
hope alive by teaching 
young people how impor¬ 
tant Memorial Day is. 

Every year, 5th and 6th 
graders write letters to 
Flynn’s mother. Through 
the battlefield death of 
Danny Flynn new genera¬ 
tions are learning about 
patriotic values. Their 
notes to Flynn’s mother 
are short, but poignant.

underutilized,” and added that the dog owners had ver¬ 
bally committed to funding for the construction and 
ongoing maintenance of the park. “We want a minimum 
financial impact to the City,” Miller said. 

Specifically, Hanson stated that an informal survey 
of dog owners who had used Dapper Field would unan¬ 
imously support a S25 per dog annual use fee for the dog 
park, and would additionally contribute between $25 and 
$200 per household, for contributions of a minimum of 
$4,100 cash apart from other fund-raising efforts and 
donations of labor. 

The public hearing saw several of the dog owners 
speak in support of the project, which was unopposed 
during the public hearing. After closing the hearing. 
Mayor Bart Doyle expressed his concern with both parks 
going forward, and suggested just approving the larger 
park, at first. Councilmembcr Kris Miller Fisher, who 
acted as a Council liaison to the group of dog owners 
(along with Mayor Pro Tern Rob Stockly) and w ho owns 
a small dog herself, said that it was important to have 
both parks, as the dogs have needs for different activi¬ 
ties. She argued that they should have a separate area, 
and that if this was an area of concent, the public hear¬ 
ing should be reopened. Whether Doyle found Miller 
Fisher’s arguments persuasive, or whether he didn’t 
want to reopen a public hearing in the face of perhaps 
15 dog owners who had not previously spoken, he 
dropped his objection to the separate puppy park. 

The motion to approve the plan in concept passed 
unanimously. Formal plans for the project will come 
back from City staff, including construction and financ¬ 
ing plans. City Administrator John Davidson, who has 
been meeting regularly with the dog owners, will dis¬ 
cuss the finances of the 
matter with Finance Direc¬ 
tor Martin Cole, then with 
the dog owners, who are 
confident of being able to 
meet the financial de¬ 
mands of the project. The 
dog park will run as an 
experiment during the ini¬ 
tial phase of its existence, 
but supporters were opti¬ 
mistic that the proposal is 
not inconsistent with plans 
for a Youth Activity Cen¬ 
ter and skateboard facility 
at Sierra Vista Park.
